Wm. Rowan, professor of zoology 
of the University of Alberta, protests 
vigorously the regulations which have 
banned the manufacture of shot-gun 

shells. 

Admitting the double barrelled ob¬ 
jective %f saving munitions materials 
and gas, he wpnders if these objec¬ 
tives outweigh the importance’ of 
making use of prairie game as meat. 

When the Wild. Life Institute- of 
America, petitioned for 4000 tons of 
steel as substitute for the usual brass 
of shotgun shells, it was argued that 
gamp birds are a legitimate meat re¬ 
source and can only be secured by 
shotgun. 

Iiriiain has accepted this view and. 
is allowing 50% of last year’s produc¬ 
tion. Germany allows 2 rounds of shot 
per rabbit. Since steel is pooled, 

■Canadians should enjoy v the same 
privilege as U.-S.A. and Britain and 
have 400 tons of steel for the same 
purpose. 

It is said that the essential ques¬ 
tion in $hot gun shells is the metal, Office Phone 45 
pot the other ingredients. 

Mr. Rowan in presenting his argu¬ 
ments, speaks of the northern mal¬ 
lards that did extensive damage to 
stocked grain last fall, and this 
year’s prospects are for far more 
ducks.

tpHERH are constantly recurring arguments to sup¬ 
port the establishment of certain departments of 
the federal government in the Cvest. This would not 
necessarily increase the personnel of such departments, 
but it would put them in closer touch with areas for 
which they enact special legislation. 

The Department of Agriculture is one that should not 
be concentrated in Ottawa. The three prairie provinces 
ure popularly classified as “agricultural Canada,” not’ 
only because of their preponderantly large farm area, 
but also because there is relatively little secondary in¬ 
dustry. It has been suggested that the main office of 
the Te<|eral Dept, of Agriculture might well be centred 
in Winnipeg or Regina, with sub offices to serve the 
Maritinies and the central provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec. 

Ottawa seems to be unfortunate in snapping out or¬ 
ders for the agricultural west, which are not backed by 
cominonsenS6 nor any appreciation of conditions. If

MORE FOR EVERYONE 


T»HOSE who plan a world in which real peace can be 
realized, ba* their conditions upon an international 
scale of co-operation, so that goods may move freely 
where they are needed. Their aim is production for 
abundance, free of the artificial and trouble making 
barriers of tariffs. It has been discovered that one na¬ 
tion cannot prosper if neighboring nations are depress¬ 
ed, and that the ambition to exploit ignorant people for 
the advantage of little groups of “enlightened” people 
in advanced nations is another fertile source of trouble, 
unhappiness and war. 

The Hanna Herald says editorially: “While the Bev¬ 
eridge and Marsh schemes of social security are ex¬ 
cellent, the world is looking towards something broader 
and larger. There are hundreds of millions of people 
who never get enough to eat. The security they are look¬ 
ing forward to is abundance of food. Our province and 
our Dominion can produce an’enormous quantity of 
food. The problem is to get this food to the hungry 
mouths. If statesmen can solve this problem, the prin¬ 


cipal troubles of the world will also be solved. If they 
cannot, we can look forward to recurring gluts and eco¬ 
nomic vicissitudes, to piled up surpluses of food, far¬ 
mers without purchasing power, and great masses of 
hungry people. We venture the opinion that if the 
leaders of the United Nations are unable to find a solu¬ 
tion to the problem, nothing can stop the recurrence of 
wars.” 

And in this connection the Herald gives specific ex¬ 
ample of the agricultural possibilities of its own area 
in diversification of output. The only condition that 
holds back “production for abundance” is the insecurity 
of peace time markets. 

Every country has riches that other countries can use 
to increase the material well-being of the world. Plan¬ 
ning the unrestricted flow of the world’s commodities is 
tx gargantuan task, but the allied nations have already 
gone a long way in this line in their Lend-lease war 
policies and in their allotment of war commodities ac¬ 
cording to needs.
